Dalicious apple butter offers 
a 


means for stoiing part of the 
apple crop for winter use, accord- 
ing to H. D. Brown professor of 
horticulture a t the Ohio State 
University. 


Jn making apple butter, he 


says, it is best to select dssirable 
table varieties. Tart varieties re- 
quire slightly more sugar 
but 


make better quality butter than do 
the sweet sorts First of all, wash 
the apples thoroughly, peel, core, 
and remove all decayed and insect 
infested areas. If screening facili- 
tiss are available, fair quality but- 
ter may be made without peeling 
and coring However, all blossoms 
should be removed and the apples 
halved. 
Sound portions of other- 


wise defective apples can be used. 


Place the prepared apples in a 


kettle, cover with cider, and cook 
until a pulp is formed. Add about 
six gallons of cider for each bushel 
of apples. Previously concentrated 
cider can be used provided 
the 


apples are completely covered with 
cider. When the apples ar= cooked 
to a pulp, remove and force 
the 


combined product through a 22- 
mesh sieve or collander. For large 
quantities1, cyclones and finishing 
machines are used. 


Now replace the screened pulp in 


a clean cooker. If steam coils are 
used as a source of heat, it is es- 
sential that they be well cleaned, 
Boil the combined cider and apple 
pulp until the hot product will 
roundup slightly when removed 
•with a spoon. Stir the product, 
occasionally to prevent burning 
Add 6 to 12 pounds of sugar for 
each bushel of apples This givas 
the "product a more fluid consist- 
ency. Continue to boil until no 


" free liquid separates from the~but-
